"It isn't the veteran who 
needs readjustment, it is the 
average civilian who needs it," 
was the statement which Dr. J. 
Allyn Rogers issued as he and 
Jim Barnett (his assistant in 
the Lower Merion Township's 
and Borough of Narberth's Vet- 
erans' Service Center in Bryn 
Mawr) and I sat around in the 
office last Tuesday morning. 

"Not only that, but people are 
tired of veterans and their 
problems, already," added Jim, 
• emphatically. 

I protested that it didn't seem 
likely what with almost every 
home in the community hous- 
ing: a veteran, but Dr. Rogers 
and Jim assured me that it was 
not only true now but that not 
quite 10 months after V-J day 
it was increasing each day. 

"Nonetheless," reiterated Dr. 
Rogers, "you have only to sit in 
this office to hear it from the 
boys who flock to this Center 
hour after hour." 

"Well, what kind of thing are 
you talking about? What gripes 
are the boys making about 
civilian attitudes here at home?" 

I asked them.

It seems the list is long. In 
fact, according to Jim, "it would 
take 16 weeks to put 'em -.11 
down." But here are some of the 
Veterans' gripes which go through 
the Center daily: 

First of all, according to a cross- 
eection of Center reports from 
Various returned servicemen, the 
thing uppermost in all their minds 
is security. Of course, to some 
men L.jurity is a home, a wife 
pnd kids, and a good, steady job. 
To another it may mean educa- 
tion along the lines of some pro- 
fession or business. But, the idea 
of security is the most Important 
thing of all. 

' The next thing in importance is 
the home the G. I. was dreaming 
up while he was overseas. He 
•wants a place to take the girl he 
Jeft behind him, who has just be- 
come his bride, or a place for the 
Wife and kiddies, if he's an "oli, 
married man." He doesn't want 
to live with in-laws, because he 
realizes that it increases the dif- 
HnTtntT'of^adfinstrnent both for 
him, his wife and the children. 

Nine times out of ten he wants 
tind can afford a car of his own. 
It gripes him when he sees new 
cars sitting in showrooms, bur 
finds out that they are not for 
sale when he walks in to buy. The 
same thing goes for civilian 
clothes, and he is mighty suspi- 
cious that "someone is getting the 
clothes, or the cars, either by black 
market or by knowing someone 
who knows someone." He feels 
that products are being held back 
by dealers or retailers in order to

Pilot Denies Charge 
Of Buzzing Merion 

Gardiner Rodgers 
Held in $100 Bail 
For Further Hearing 



A 23-year-old Merion resident, 
a former bomber pilot with the 
8th Air Force in Europe, last Fri- 
day pleaded not guilty to charges 
of diving a rented airplane over 
Merion streets on April 28. 

The youth, Gardiner Rodgers, 
of 354 Sycamore Ave.. Merion, 
was held in $100 bail at a hear- 
ing in the Lower Merion Police 
Station by Justice of the Peace 
Franklin P. Kromer. He was al- 
lowed to sign his own bail bond 
and will appear before Kromer 
for a further hearing Friday 
night. 

Rodgers was taken into custody 
Friday after Kromer issued a war- 
rant for his arrest on a complaint 
signed by John Mac Farlane, en- 
forcement officer of the Pennsyl- 
vania Aeronatuics Commission. 
He was charged with operating 
an airplane in a reckless manner. 
Drexel Student 

Discharged from the Army Air 
Forces last October and now an 
engineering student at the Dre- 
xel Institute of Technology, Rod- 
gers admittod flying ovei — Mer-- 
ion April 29, but said that he at 
no time flew below an altitude of 
500 feet, which, he said, was the 
legal minimum. 

He denied diving over Merion 
streets at house-lop levels, al- 
though he admitted circling his 
Sycamore Ave. home several times 
and rocking the wings of his 
plane in salute. 

The youth said Merion residents 
exaggerated his low altitude. He 
emphasized that he at no time 
lost control of his plane. 

At the time Rodgers allegedly 
"buzzed" Merion streets, wit- 
nesses reported that he made 
more than a dozen roof level 
dives and continued stunting for 
at least 10 minutes. Scores of 
children, just dismissed from 
school, it was charged were ter- 
rorized by the pilot's antics, many 
of them running into neighbor- 
hood homes for protection.

Pupils Protest On Dismissal Of 
L. M. Teacher Quiets Down 



Student protests following the 
dismissal of John D. Raymond, 
popular Lower Merion Senior 
High School singing teacher and 
director of the school's prize-win- 
ning A Cappella Choir practical- 
ly ended this week. It started to 
diminish after Superintendent of 
Schools Frank A. Dubois con- 
ferred in his office last Thursday 
with a student delegation seeking 
lo intercede for the singing teach- 
er. 

Dubois stated yesterday that the 
students who had asked for an 
explanation of Raymond's dis- 
missal left his office "satisfied." 
Receipt of only one letter inquir- 
ing about Raymond's dismissal, 
and that one not a protest, was 
announced by Dubois. 

Meanwhile, plans for the ap- 
pearance of Raymond's A Cap- 
pella Choir and the Lower Mer- 
ion Senior High School's Boys' 
and Girls' Choruses under his di- 
rection at the Academy of Music 
Tuesday night were still under- 
way. Raymond disclosed yester- 
day that Dr. Frederick C. Gruber, 
director of the University of 
Pennsylvania's Cultural Olympics, 



had asked him to conduct, as the 
feature presentation of the even- 
ing, a chorus of 1,000 voices com- 
posed of members of choruses of 
leading high schools and colleges 
■in the Philadelphia area. 
j Dubois stated that he told mem- 
' bers of the student delegation 
. that Raymond had been hired in 
the Fall of 1942 as a military re- 
placement for Gerald H. Woerncr 
who was called into military ser- 
vice. He said that Raymond was 
informed in writing at the time 
that if no other position were open 
when Woerner returned he would 
be required to resign. 

Woerner, he sadi, returned to 
Lower Merion in the middle of 
March this year. Shortly after- 
wards Raymond was notified by 
letter that "there would be no sit- 
uation for him at Lower Merion 
next year." 

As "an act of courtesy," Du- 
bois said, Raymond was asked to 
continue his work until the end 
of the current semester. Dubois 
stated that Raymond raised no 
objection to his dismissal at the 
time.

In this section of the country, 
according: to Jim and the good 
Doctor, the educational bene- 
fits are being fairly well taken 
care of, EXCEPT In the high 
school bracket. It has come to 
the attention of the Center that 
there are many boys who need 
just a few credits to graduate 
from high school, and not all 
the high schools, at this point, 
are helping the boys to get 
through before Fall so that they 
can enter college in the Pall 
term. 

"However, there is a recent 
ruling concerning the G. I. Bill 
of Rights which makes it per- 
fectly feasible for a group of 
veterans to hire a tutor, and 
then they can get the courses 
they take with a tutor, ac- 
credited. In that way, they can 
clear up a few credits in no time 
flat and take advantage of col- 
lege in the Fall term," Rogers 
pointed out. 

That is a new twist to the 
problem of finishing up high 
school credits. 

"Another thing," Jim inter- 
polated, "is that there should be 
some arrangement made so that 
a veteran doesn't have to spend 
his G. I. Bill of Rights' time on 
those few high school credits he 
may not have been able to get, 
prior to. his being drafted. It's 
up to each community or state 
to see to it that his secondary 
educaion is taken care of and 
so that he can spend his whole 
G. I. Bill of Rights educational 
time on higher education." 
... 

There were a couple of other 
things that seems to be occupy- 
ing veterans' minds, according to 
reports made to the Center. One 
is that service hospitals in this 
area are not adequate to care for 
frequent re-hospitalization cases, 
and that is very bad for the fel- 
lows who are constantly having 
recurrent attacks of malaria and 
dengue fever. The other is the 
increased cost of living makes 
pension and bonus pay a joke, in 
some instances. There is another 
gripe about the Veterans' Admin- 
istration's slowness in paying out 

checks due to the boys. 

• • * 

"The thing which always 
amazes me is that the disabled 
veteran Is better adjusted than 
the average able one. He Is 
having less trouble being ac- 
cepted in the community than is 
the average veteran. I don't 
understand the lack of under- 
standing for the average fellow," 
Dr. Rogers said as he shook his 
head sadly over the deal which 
he feels so many of "his boys" 
are getting from the home folks. 

So far, he has been able to 
take care of most of the evic- 
tions which have Increased his 
troubles during an acute hous- 
ing shortage, but he says that 
he hardly knows what he will 
do if there are many more. 
"Fortunately," he added, "we 
are not yet having to worry- 
about unemployment. I have 
almost too many jobs for vet- 
erans now, and I hope that con- 
tinues " 

... 

There was one thing he wanted 
to impress on the home folks and 
that is that their money is be- 
ing well-spent on the educational 
benefits given to the ex-G. I.'s. 

"Not only our own personal

records, but national Veterans' 
Centers records show that marks 
are 20% higher in schools and 
colleges among the ex-G. I.'s than 
among the civilian student per- 
sonnel. That is one of the most 
encouraging reports I know about, 
and should do a lot t stp this talk 
about how the taxpayers' money 
is being wasted keeping the boys 
in school. It will be more than 
worth the money it's costing, to 
the country, in the long run," the 
Doctor added. 

... 

One of the things which I 
think is most interesting in all 
this discussion of veterans and 
their Center is that Dr. Rogers 
is a retired veterinarian of Bryn 
Mawr, who was on the Selec- 
tive Service Board prior to his 
taking this job at the Vet- 
erans' Center. The latter is 
supported by a fund contribut- 
ed to it by the Lower Morion 
Township Board of Commis- 
sioners. HOWEVER, Dr. Rogers 
works for a dollar a year, and 
has done so all during the war. 
Somehow, I had the feeling that 
it made everything he said 
more important because it 
conies from the heart. He Is 
wrapped up heart and soul in 
the veterans and their problems, 
and I was impressed by his sin- 
cerity and his drive to help 
them out. The same can be said 
for Jim Barnett, of Narberth, 
who saw plenty of action in the 

ETO before his discharge. 

* • . 

"Well, that is all for now, but 
I did think you would like to hear 
what veterans are thinking about 
and what they are interested in 
doing. After all, they are a pretty 
important group of people these 
days. And it was lots of fun talk- 
ing to Dr. Rogers and Jim, you 
ought to stop up there and say 
"Hi", sometime soon.

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ers have relinquished their posts 
under agreements made at the 
time they were employed, Dubois 
said, and several others, now serv- 
ing in the places of men still in 
the service, will be required to 
give up their positions when their 
replacements return. 

Student leaders were said to 
have pointed out that several 
teachers, coming to Lower Mer- 
ion a considerable time after 
Raymond, had been hired on a 
permament basis. 

Dubois told them, he said, that 
he had been forced to hire new 
teachers on a permanent basis be- 
cause a flood of resignations at the 
end of the war had created a 
teacher shortage. No new temp- 
orary teachers could be secured at 
that time, he added. 

Lower Merion Schools were now 
badly over-staffed, he added. 

Raymond's popularity among his 
students was further demonstrated 
Saturday night when he was pre- 
sented with a radio and several 
other gifts by members of the A 
Cappella Choir following a concert 
at the Bala-Cynwyd Junior High 
School. In speeches made after 
the presentations student leaders 
expressed the hope that some way 
would be found of keeping him at 
Lower Merion.

Raymond said last night that he 
had "no comment" to make on stu- 
dent protests on his behalf, but 
admitted he had not yet taken 
steps to obtain another position 
for the Fall term. 

Dubois announced that he "saw 
no reason why the matter should 
be taken up at the May 20 meet- 
ing of the school board," although 
members of the board have indi- 
cated it might be discussed at that 
time. 

He added that several members 
of the bor.rd had spoken to him 
about Raymond's dismissal, but 
that he had received no protests 
from them. Board members have 
said that constructural relations 
between school teachers and Du- 
bois were not their concern. 

L. W. Perkins, president of the 
Lower Merion Teachers' Associ- 
ation, stated his group planned no 
official protest to Dubois. Several 
members of the faculty, however, 
he said, had spoken to him about 
Raymond, but did not indicate 
whether or not they were planning 
further action. 

Last November student and par- 
ental indignation flared up at the 
suspension of a number of Lower 
Merion Senior High School pupils 
who participated in an unauthor- 
ized holiday celebrating a football 
victory over Radnor High School. 

At a secret meeting of the Stu- 
dent Council a petition terming 
Dubois' actions "untimely and 
tactless" was drawn up. Calm was 
restored at Lower Merion only af- 
ter Dubois announced he would 
reconsider earlier disciplinary

Veteran Is Victim 
Of Hit-Run Driver 



Michael J. Bradley, Jr., 20-year- 
old veteran of five European cam- 
paigns, was killed instantly early 
Tuesday when he was struck by 
a hit-run driver on City Line Ave. 
near Meredith Rd., Overbrook 
Hills. 

Bradley, a former private first 
class, had just left the home of 
Miss Joan Kerrigan, 16, at 18 
Meredith Rd., a few minutes be- 
fore the accident. He had gone 
with Miss Kerrigan and her 
mother, Mrs. Anna Kerrigan, to 
the midget automobile races earlier 
in the evening and returned with 
them to the Kerrian home. He left 
at midnight to walk to his own 
home, a few blocks away at 6401 
Sherwood Rd. 
No Clues Found 

He was about a block from the 
Kerrigan home when the hit-run- 
ner struck him. There were no wit- 
nesses and nothing fell from the 
car to furnish police with clues. 

A few minutes after the tragedy, 
A. P. Griffin, 45, of 1008 Belfleld 
Ave., Drexel Hill, reached the scene 
and notified Lower Merion Town- 
ship Police. Sgts. Joseph Maw- 
hinney and Daniel Magee sped to 
the scene, accompanied by Dr. A. 
C. Messmer, of 15 Simpson Rd., 
Ardmore, who pronounced Bradley 
dead. 

Griffin told Lower Merion 
Township Police he was traveling 
South on City Line and failed to 
see the body in time to avoid 
running over it. 

At a healing, held Tuesday in 
the Lower Merion Township 
Building before Justice of the 
Peace Franklin P. Krqmer, Grif- 
fin was released on a $1,000 bail 
pending the outcome of the Cor- 
oner's investigation. 

In the victim's pocket was a 
photographer's proof of a picture 
which he had planned to give his 
mother, Bridget, for Mother's Day. 
Had Several Medals 

Bradley won the Silver Star 
with cluster, the Bronze Star and 
the French Croix de Guerre. He 
served 30 months in the infantry 
and was discharged last Novem- 
ber. A graduate of St. Thomas 
More High School, he had plan- 
ned to enter St. Joseph's College 
under the GI Bill of Rights. He 
was not a relative of the Phila- 
delphia Congressman of the same 
name. 

Surviving are his father, who 
operates a cafe at 1500 Mt. Ver- 
non St.; his mother, five sisters 
and three brothers. 
Brother Killed in 1933 

Another brother, Daniel J. Brad- 
ley, was killed on November 12. 
1933, in an automobile accident on 
the West Chester Pike at Broom- 
all. He, too, was 20 at the time 
of his death, a former West Cath- 
olic High and Malvern Prep School 
athlete. 

The accident was at first listed 
as an apparent hit-run case by 
police. A motorist who surrendered 
the next day was subsequently 
convicted of failure to stop and 
lender assistance, but the State 
Superior Court reversed the con- 
viction, and ordered the motorist 
freed. •.»..».

Says Democracy 
Is On Dead Center 



American democracy is on dead 
center William L. Batt, Demo- 
cratic candidate for U. S. Con- 
gress, told political audiences on 
Monday and Wednesday nights 
in Bryn Mawr and Ardmore. 

"Unless the United States pro- 
vides world leadership" he said, 
Russia will. The people of the 
East, emerging into freedom, can 
go either way. The doctrines of 
economic democracy of the Soviet 
Union have a tremendous ap- 
peal." 

In Bryn Mawr he spoke at the 
home of Miss Gertrude Ely, Main 
Line Democratic leader, and in 
Ardmore at a meeting of Demo- 
cratic committee members and 
party workers in the Lower Mer-; 
ion Township Building. 

The speaker said lie believes in 
close cooperation with Russia and 
that the United States must make 
a rase for democracy. 

"We must, therefore," he said. 
have one that works. In this, the 
FEPC is elementary. It's defeat 
showed peoples of Asia we preach 
but don't practice democracy." 

Turning to the domestic scene, 
Batt charged his opponent, Con- 
gressman Samuel K. McConnell 
Jr., of not representing the peo- 
ple of Montgomery County. He 
said public opinion polls in the 
county show a consistent major- 
ity of 70 per cent for OPA, yet 
"the incumbent voted for five of 
the six crippling amendments to 
OPA." Paul Porter, he said, has 
stated these amendments would 
cause an increase of 50 per cent 
in living costs. 

"On housing he voted against 



ceilings on resale prices of exist- 
ing homes," Batt declared, "as 
well as against subsidies to pro- 
ducers of materials despite the 
fact that lumber had been given 
an increase of 50 percent." 

The speaker asked his listeners 
what replies they had had from 
Congressman McConnell in an- 
swer to their inquiries regarding 
his attitude toward the British 
loan. The audience stated that 
they had found Mr. McConnell 
"evasive." 

"As far as I can determine, he 
is opposed to the loan," Batt said. 
"If it doesn't go through we will 
return to the Smoot-Hawley tar- 
iff era which is the chief cause 
of the rise of Hitler and of war."

Clubmobiles 
Still Needed 
By Red Cross 

Red Cross Director 
Tells Experiences To 
Narberth Women 



We need more Red Cross Club- 
mobiles, Herbert. Casey, former 
Red Cros." Director, told members 
of the Narberth Woman's Com- 
munity Club Tuesday. 

"There weren't enough while the 
war was going on", he said, "and 
they are needed now more than 
ever now that the fighting is over" 

Casey described his experiences 
while serving as a Red Cross Di- 
rector in North Africa and Eur- 
ope. Stationed first about 60 miles 
from Tunis after the German army 
had been driven out, he said his 
.lob was to provide entertainment, 
to set up a club and to handle the 
problems of the men. 

"We didn't wear official insig- 
nia," he said, "because we found i 
that if a GI needed help, he would 
do without it rather than go to) 
an officer, even of the Red Cross." 
Praises Women 

Casey spoke of the excellent 
work done by women in Red Cross, 
and of the many hardships, such 
as lack of water and army rations, 
they bad to undergo. 

After he was in Africa six 
months, he contracted malaria and 
was returned to the States. When 
he recovered he was sent to Eng- 
land in charge of a clubmobile 
unit. He said that after the coast 
of Prance was cleared, his unit fol- 
lowed the fighting units through 
France and Germany, serving 
doughnuts, coffee, candy and cig- 
arettes, putting on entertainments 
and helping the boys in whatever 
ways they could. 

"Our unit was the first unit into 
Paris after Paris fell", Casey said. 
I met Ernie Pyle there and gave 
him the first doughnut to be giv- 
en to anyone in Paris. Ernie said 
he didn't like doughnuts, but he 
took one anyway."

Here and there, a teacher does 
proceed with a very definite pur- 
pose to help the pupil or student to 
be a good citizen in his family, to 
appreciate his parents, respect 
them, cooperate with them and 
share in the drudgeries and other 
responsibilities of the home. | 

Perhape the 4-H Clubs empha-j 
size these objectives better than j 
any other voluntary organization. | 
One wonders why Sunday School : 
teachers do not lead in these dir- ! 
ections. It ought to make any re- i 
ligion more vital to the child and 
youth if he were to put it into ; 
operation in his life in the family. I 
Health Habits 

In the school, we find more ef- 
fort by teachers to motivate good ! 
habits of health, self-reliance and I 
sharing in the home responsibili- 
ties, in the primary grades than i 
at higher levels. The younger chil- 
dren are more ready, as a rule, 
to act on the suggestion of the 
teacher than are the older child- 
ren. Yet, at any age a pupil or ! 
student who greatly admires the I 
teacher tends to strive to accept | 
and put into practice the ideas \ 
and ideals of their teacher. j 

The trouble is that the older ' 
the learner at school is the less 
aware, as a rule, his teacher is of 
the home influence on this learner 
and the possible influence the 
school may have on him while he 
is In his home. Rarely is the tea- 
cher beyond the third grade made 
conscious in her training to teach 
and In her supervision while 
teaching, of the home. 

Then, for years so many pro- 
feEsors of education and super- 
visors of teachers have accepted 



the outrageous philosophy that 
you can't teach ideals with words 
but only in the "immediate situ- 
ation." But the school rarely has 
a situation wholly like a real home 
situation. 

True, the music teacher might 
easily motivate the child to pra- 
tice his music well at school, but 
it's not her child. The emotional 
setting in music practice at home 
may be very different. It may be 
easy to practice a group of chil- 
dren at school in good table man- 
ners — though it is rarely done and 
lunch time in many a school cafe- 
teria is bedlam. But a family din- 
ner scene has a very different 
emotional atomsphere, as a nale. 

Neither boys nor girls may ob- 
ject to washing dishes after a 
school party. But none of these 
trainings (with nothing more) are 
sure to carry over to the home. 
Would not more of them carry 
over if at many times in the class- 
room the teacher who is admired 
by her children would talk with 
the children about their opport- 
unities to take such responsibili- 
ties at home, and lead these child- 
ren to see why? Why has the sch- 
ool not utilized the placard, chart 
and cartoon on the walls to these 
ends? 

If all teachers, or even most of 
them from the kindergarten on- 
ward constantly tried to make 
sharing in the drudgeries of the 
home, no sense in treating them 
as mere fun when they are not, 
an honorable thing to do, "with 
liberty and justice for all." don't 
you suppose the effect at home 
soon would be felt?

In war or peace no community 
and no nation is safe from epi- 
demic diseases. However, pre- 
sent-day knowledge of the causes 
of diseases enables us to protect 
ourselves completely against diph- 
theria, smallpox, cholera, plague, 
typhus fever, yellow fever, typhoid 
fever and malaria, and to a large 
extent against many other dis- 
eases. 

There are still thousands of 
needless cases of diphtheria and 
smallpox in America each year. 
This is no time to relax our safe- 
guards. Vaccination against 
smallpox confers lasting immunity 
against the most contagious dis- 
ease in the world. All children 
should be protected by vaccina- 
tion before their first birthday 
and re-vaccinated again every 
ten years. 

The need for our continued 
vigilance in this matter has been 
emphasized by the occurance of 
two outbreaks of diphtheria, one 
in Delaware County in 1946 with 
thirty cases and two deaths, and 
the other in a community of 
Upper Montgomery County late 
in 1945' and early in 1946 with 
eighteen cases and two deaths. As 



of these 150 died. Eighty per- 
cent of those who died were chil- 
dren under four years of age. 
Then came the discovery of anti- 
toxin for the treatment of dipth- 
eria and the protection of those 
who had been exposed to the dis- 
ease. By 1913 the number of cases 
per year in every 100,000 popula- 
tion had fallen to under 300 and 
of these only 35 died. To be ef- 
fective in the treatment of dipth- 
eria, antitoxin must be given early I 
in the disease.

Washington. — Immediate action 
to make JHawaii the 49th state is 
urged by Delegate Joseph Farring- 
ton who is weary df the beloved 
islands having a voice but no voce 
in Congress. 

This is the hour. Here, there's 
new realization that this 2,200- 
mile outpost has grown closer to 
us through the speed-up in trans- 
portation and communications. 

Over there, the taste of military 
rule after Pearl Harbor was so 
bitter that even the few against 
statehood have joined the ranks of 
supporters. (Some of the evils of 
that military reign would not have 
been possible, it is said, had Ha- 
waii been a state with its citizen 
rights defended by the constitu- 
tion.) 

The new adherents come large- 
ly from labor who also fear the 
talked-about "commission" form 
of government based on the pat- 
tern of the District of Columbia 
disliked by the majority of the 
populace. 

The committee involved with 
this legislation is astir. A sub- 
committee of the committee on 
territories went to Hawaii the first 
of the year to see for themselves, 
not only what the local sentiment 
was, but also if, in their collec- 
tive opinion, the islands were 
ready for statehood. 

They found a lot of good reas- 
ons for making this territory 
(since 1900) a state. 

Impatiently, the committee 
awaited the return of Chairman 
Hugh Peterson, of Florida, who is 
just back from a highway junket 
t~ Central America. The six-man 
sub-committee is unanimously 
asking for immediate hearings.

Coast Guard Speeds 
Discharge Plans 

Latest move to speed up dis- 
charges comes from the coast 
guard which has announced that 
after May 2 point scores will be 
dropped and all enlisted person- 
nel will be eligible for release. 

In the meantime, as of April 
15, the point score was reduced 
from 30 to 28 for male enlisted 
personnel, except yeomen, store- 
keepers and pharmacist's mates 
■whose scores remained at 34. 
Points needed for release of 
SPARS was reduced from 20 to 19 
■with the same groups excepted and 
requiring a score of 22. 

Reserve officers will be placed 
on inactive duty so that then- 
terminal leave will have been com- 
pleted by June 30. Since V-J 
Dav, coast guard has released more 
than 11,700 men and 5,400 SPARS. 
It is possible that drastic need 
for trained personnel to man ships 
and to operate separation centers 
may keep some reserves on duty 
beyond the dates established.

Could 
it be done throuffh the Red Cross 
and what would be the expense? —

A. The army says there is no 
way at the present time due to 
lack of proper communications 
and other reasons. However, .-.he 
quartermaster corps is providing 
a small American flag for every 
grave in the military cemeteries 
for Memorial Day. 

Q. My son spent 22 months in 
the navy and was discharged with 
a B.C.D. and me and my family 
a.re depending upon him. Is he 
eligible to draw this $20 a week 
unemployment compensation? — 
Reader, Arab, Ala. 

A. A BCD discharge is a bad 
conduct discharge and is consid- 
ered other than honorable, but not 
dishonorable. His eligibility would 
depend upon a ruling of the Vet- 
erans' Administration, which may 
or may not grant privileges of the 
G.I. Bill. The determining factor 
might be whether his BCD accru- 
ed through a general or a sum- 
mary court martial. Apply for a 
ruling at your nearest Veterans' 
administration office. 

Q. I have a son who was draft- 
ed in the army June 22, 1945, and 
lie is 19 and had two points when 
the war ended. Do his points go 
up cr will he have to wait until 
the men get discharged with 2 
points, or will he have to serve 18 
months or two years? — Mrs. M. II., 
Chicago, III. 

A. The army says the trend now 
is length of service for discharge 
instead of points. The latest reg- 
ulations were issued by . General 
Eisenhower when lie announced 
that men with 45 points or ,:0 
months service would be released 
by June 30. It may be the policv 
of the army to reduce the length 
of service after June 30 to 18 
months or 21 months or some oth- 
er figure. 

Q. My son is in the navy reserves 
and has been in since February, 
1945. He was overseas six months, 
a seaman 1st class. Will he get a 
chance for leave to come home 
soon and what do they get leaves 
or furloughs for? — Mrs. T. L. W, 
Stonypoint, Va. 

A. The usual tour of duty in the 
navy is 24 months. Furloughs are 
granted at the pleasure of the 
commanding officer and are not 
earned. 

Q. I have just been discharged 
from the navy. When I left the 
separation center at San Pedro, 
the chief in charge told me to 
leave my seabag and they would 
nail it home for me. I have been 
out 27 days and no seabag. To 
whom do I write to find out about 
it?— C. H. P., Fyffe, Ala. 

A. Write to the commanding of- 
ficer of the separation center where 
you obtained your discharge. 

Q. Does the point system affect 
marines, service four years, vol- 
untary enlistment? — A. D., De.* 
Moines, Iowa. 
A. No. 
Q. Is it proper now, since the 
fighting ceased, to put a star on 
the service flag of in our church 
for each one inducted into the ser- 
vice of our country? What is to 
be done with the stars represent- 
ing: those men who have been dis- 
charged?— Mrs. K. M. W., Con- 
cordia, Mo. 

A. Yes, since our country is still 
at war, it is proper to put stars in 
the service flag and while there is 
no regulation, it likely is proper to 
]eave stars representing discharges 
in the flag, as having served their 
country.

Special Program 
Started For Vets 
With BadJIearing 

Project Designed to 
Help With Jobs and 
Education 

A special program is under way 
,to aid veterans who are hard of 
hearing or deafened so they may 
find vocations in which they can 
succeed, tl.: Veterans Administra- 
tion announced. 

The nation-wide project is de- 
signed to help the hard-of-hear- 
ing from the time they leave the 
armed services, or a VA hospital, 
until they have completed their 
education or vocational training 
and ,- re successfully placed in jobs. 

The VA has authorized the ap- 
pointment of a vocational advisor 
in each regional office to special- 
ize in advising veterans with this 
type of disability. 

It also has directed regional 
managers to appoint training of- 
ficers, with experience in placing 
the hard of hearing, to assist these 
veterans with their vocational re- 
habilitation program. 

Under the directive, VA's voca- 
tional rehabilitation and educa- 
tion division will study all cases 
of this type already adjudicated to 
determine whether the veterans 
are satisfactorily trained or placed 
in jobs, or whether they need spe- 
cial help. New cases will be ru- I 
ferred automatically to this divis- 
ion for handling. 

Providing he does not attempt 
to enter a field in which his con- 
dition might be aggravated, ea.'h 
hard-of-hearing veteran will be 
assisted in choosing his job field 
in training establishments on the 
same basis as all other veterans 
with service incurred disabilities. 

VA is also advising its field of- 
ficers to help veterans select as far 
as Possible the same training es- 
tablishments as are available to 
those with normal hearing, but it 
suggests they be put into small 
draining groups so they may get 
individual attention. 

Special courses in lip reading, 
speech and voice correction, voice 
retention, and acoustic training 
will be given to veterans under 
Public Law 16. If possible, these 
courses will be arranged at the

VA Not to Intrude

Statement Says 
Schools Don't Have to 
Guarantee Vets Work 

Veterans Administration said it 
will not interfere with existing 
practices in recognized schools 
and training-on-the-job establish- 
ments in which veterans are en- 
rolled. 

VA also announced that job 
training establishments will not 
have to guarantee veterans work 
at the end of their training cours- 
es regardless of circumstances. 

The circular was sent to all Va 
field offices, state approving agen- 
cies and to schools and job train- 
ing establishments in which vet- 
erans are enrolled. 

Schools and training establish- 
ments are required only to sub- 
mit their usual reports on student 
attendance and grades of veteran 3 
who are studying or training un- 
der the Servicemen's Readjustment 
Act (G. I. Bill). 

The circular adds that VA train- 
ing officers will obtain informa- 
tion on veteran attendance and 
progress from recognized institu- 
tions only if the schools and train- 
ing establishments are unable to income "of $100 a'month"" In" that 



istration emphasized recently in an 
effort to clarify an apparent mis- 
understanding among some for- 
mer servicemen as to their benefit 
rights. 

VA also said veterans are not 
required to claim unemployment 
payments immediately after their 
discharge from the armed services 
in order to protect their rights to 
benefits. 

The Servicemen's Readjustment 
Act (G. I. Bill) provides that re- 
adjustment, or unemployment, 
allowances will be payable to elig- 
ible veterans for two years after 
the date of their discharge, or two 
years after the end of the war, 
whichever is the later. 
j Since the war has not been of- 
iflcially terminated yet, veterans 
already discharged still will have 
two years after the official term- 
ination in which to file claims for 
unemployment benefits, VA said. 

In no case may unemployment 
benefits be paid later than five 
years after the war. This would

Tridione has sedative and anti- 
convulsant properties with low 
toxicity and has proven beneficial 
in the treating of petit nal, akin- 
etic and psychomotor epilepsy, or 
those forms om eoilesy which 
previously did not respond favor- 
ably to anti-convulsant therapy, 
Briggs said. The drug is not con- 
sidered effective against grand 
mal epilepsy. 

Thiouracil is frequently helpful 
in treating patients who would 
otherwise require an operation 
upon the thyroid gland and also 
in cases of hyperthyroidism when 
a surgical operation was not poss- 
ible because of complications.

Main Line League Revokes 
Brookline Club's Franchise; 
Gladwyne Team May Return 



In a step unprecedented in 
Alain Line sports history, the 
Main Line Baseball League re- 
voked the franchise of the Brook- 
line team for the latter's failure to 
secure an acceptable playing field 
and its refusal to play as a trav- 
eling club. 

This drastic, but not unexpect- 
ed step, was taken Monday by 
the unanimous vote of the league's 
executive committee, which held a 
special meeting to review the case. 
Brookline won the title for the 
first time last year when it de- 
feated Manoa A. A. in the cham- 
pionship post-season series. 

The league will operate with 
seven teams unless an eighth team 
with a good playing field shows 
up before the deadline next week. 
The season is slated to get under 
way May 25. 

There was a strong possibility 
early in the week that Gladwyne 
might decide to reclaim its fran- 
chise, which had been frozen dur- 
ing the war. It was reported that 
Ed Sullivan, who formerly man- 
aged Ardmore and numerous West 
Philly teams in the league before 
the war, was dickering with Glad- 
wyne officials with the idea rf 
fielding a league team there. 

Eddie Hare, Brookline manage;, 
was given a last-minute oppor- 
tunity to remain in the league 
Monday. The executive commit- 
tee, comprising President Walter 
Hanley. of Wynnewood; Vice 
President Herb Good, Ardmore 
Manor; Secretary Charles E. 
Harnden, Narberth, and Daniel L. 
Redmond, Berwyri, turned down 
Hare's request to be permitted 
again to share Veterans Park with 
Manoa A. A., a temporary ar- 
langement that had been permit- 
ted as a wartime expediency last 
year. 

But Hare was informed he could 
continue in the league as a trav- 
eling club. He-refused to consider 
such an arrangement. 

Brookline had been a traveling 
team prior to last season, and 
probably would have remained in 
this status had not the league 
voted in 1944 that all teams had 
to have their own playing fields 
by 1945 to keep their franchises. 

League officials point out that 
all other teams were prompt tc 
meet the requirements of this 
rule, several — such as Llanerch 
A. A. — at considerable expense, 
and they didn't feel it was fair to 

CASH 
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these clubs to permit Hare's team 
to share a field with another 
team. 

Veterans Park was available to 
Hare for many years before 
Manoa, by necessity, made it its 
home site. Hare admits lie 
didn't want to play there origin- 
ally because of the poor condition 
of the field. Manoa A. A. mem- 
bers went to considerable trouble 
to improve the field in 1944 when 
Brookline was still a traveling 
club and it was only thereafter 
that Hare showed a preference for 
Veterans Park. 

Executive committee members 
were influenced by the fact that 
Brookline was owned, managed 
and entirely financed by Hare, a 
resident of Kirklyn, and that his 
players were 90 per cent from New 
Jersey and that, with the excep- 
tion of a few individuals, there 
were no close ties with the Brook- 
line community. 

Thus, they could not understand 
Hare's unwillingness to switch his 
franchise to some other site, espe- 
cially when he conceded that he 
received very meager support from 
the Brookline public. 

Dr. Irwin Demar, Llanerch den- 
tist, tried to secure the Haverford 
High field this season for Hare, 
,but had two requests turned down 
by the Haverford School Board. 

Hare has given no indication as 
to what he might do. He said 
the league decision to drop his 
team came as no great surprise 
and he might try to play a few 
independent games at Veterans 
Park when Manoa is playing away, 
or he might coach a junior team. 

"I'll probably spend most of the 
Summer at the shore, which prob- 
ably will be the best things for 
me in the long run," said Hare, 
whose health has not been up to 
par lately.

Veterans Administration train- 
ing officers will help speed ap- 
proval of on-the-job training es- 
tablishments for veterans in the 
first six states that have requested 
the service thus far, VA an- 
nounced. 

Last month, Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley. Administrator of Veter- 
ans Affairs, offered VA inspection 
aid to all states that do not have 
the personnel to inspect and ap- 
prove enough business establish- 
ments for veterans who want on- 
the-job training. 

Of the 34 states that replied, 
five requested immediate assist- 
ance and 10 indicated they may 
need help later. Idaho, which re- 



quested help last year, already is 
using VA inspectors. 

VA inspectors will report only 
the facts desired by the state 
agencies in order that they may 
approve or disapprove on-the-job 
training establishments on the 
basis of standard* prescribed by 
the states. 

Gen. Bradley said the G. I. Bill 
gives the states the power of ap- 
proval and supervision of educa- 
tional and training, institutions 
including on-the-job training es- 
tablishments. 

His offer of aid to all states last 
month followed "indications thai; 
some states are not approving a 
sufficient number of business es- 
tablishments from among those 
which are qualified and equipped 
to give courses of training on- 
the-job because available stalls 
are insufficient for the work of 
inspecting the establishments." 
according to his letter to the gov- 
ernors. 

Gen. Bradley explained that he 
is not authorized by law to give 
VA funds to states to hire addi- 
tional personnel, but VA person- 
nel can help with inspections when 
state governments request the aid.
